Bomb Shelters Provided | 


It ‘was the aim. in Britain to 
provide bomb shelters: so * placed 
that every civilian, in’ a locality 
considered vulnerable, could be 
sheltered within seven 
from the sounding of an alarm. 
Public shel'ers were provided, 
and private shelters were also al- 
lowed. These latter shelters were 
of a type suitable for mass pro- 
duction and could be erecled in 
private gardens. They were given 
without charge to householdecs 
who eared less than $1,200 9 year 
und who were not scaled near a 
vublic shel‘er, Families with a 
higher yearly income were urged 
to purchase these shelters, In 
June, 1940, it was estimated ‘that 
there was shelter for twenty’ mil- 
lion people. The government is 
going ahead in order to provide 
further protec‘ion. 


At the present time, « In con- 
structing air-raid shelters, the 
goal is to devise a structure which 
can be put 
peace time, Some of these 
schemes were no less prosaic than 
{o serve as a basement for apart- 
ment houses. In others they were 
for use as permanent first-uld de- 
pots or small hospitals in Indus~ 
trial areas. In others they. are 
planning to use these public shel- 
ters after ‘the war as automobile 
parking spaces. The main pro- 
position is to find an overhead 
cover that will be impervious to 
the newer and heavier bombs. 

The emergency councils, with 
their volunteer and professional 
personnel, were confronted with 
the task also of teaching the pub- 
lic how to protect themselves 
from the effects of war in the 
rear areas. The public wus in- 
structed as to the effect of bombs 
and gas, what. was necessary” for 
protection and the rules of con- 
duct during air reids, The ideal 
to which the British are working 
is for paid municipal employees 
to be used as the trainers of vol- 
unteérs ‘and’ the volunteers to be 
cmployed on a part-time basis.

In 1919 
they began lo do something about 
it.’ They set out to make their 
own pictures, mainly because they 
res¢nt the white man's pictures 
that so often show Negrots in un- 
dignified, clownish caricatures. 
Most hated of these is the slow- 
witted Stepin Fetchit type of 
ceharacterisation—‘he dull, lazy, 
shiftless mo account, who in 
comedies or melodramas, is comi- 
cally scared stiff as the brave 
white hero subdues the villain- 
ous gangster. 


Negroes resent films in which 
coloured people are shown only #s 
menials, for they, too. have their 
farmers and business men, thei!’ 
artists and authors,” doctors: and 
Jawyers, college ‘professors and 
editors, clergymen and chemists, 
musicians and architects. With 
justifiable pride they puint to 
j many great Negro Americans —~ 
such as the scientist George Wash- 
ington Carver, the educator Book- 
er T., Washington, author Langs- 
7 ton Hughes, poet Countec Cullen, 
singers Pau) Robeson, Marian An- 
derson and Dorothy Maynor, nov- 
list Richard Wright, author- 
diplomat-musician James Weldon 
Johnson and countless actors and 
actresses, They jee] that they are 
entitled to a better place in Holly- 
wood -films, particularly since th> 
Negro, too, has laboured for ihe 
growth and glory of America. 

Hollywood films do not touch 
upon these phases of ihe coloured 
man’s world Negro films, how- 
ever, try not io extol or whitewash 
‘the, coloured man. On the cons 
trary, they depict his vices as well 
as his virtues—the storics and 
“yeharaclers ‘being Hfted ‘irom 

everyday Negro life.

To-day, International's Negro 
films are. shown throughout, the 
United States in Cuba, Bermuda, 
the Bahamas, the West “Indies, 
Central and South America. They 
used to have'some circulation in 
Africa, too, but that was before 
the-war. Their most ambitious} 
film to date is Paradise in Her- 
lem, a $20,000 production emplcy- 
ing a cast of 300, and starring 
Frank Wilson. (Porgy and Bess), 
and blues singer Mamie Smith. 

The main obstacle to improve- 
ment in these Negro films is the 
audiences’ awareness of the usual 
Hollyweod product, Since they 
can, for the same price, see ua 
$1,000,000 super-spectacle, and
